WASHINGTON (AP)—Charles 
de Gaulle's announcement that 
he will stand for re-election as 
president of France is regarded 
by UJ>. officials as assuring a 
severe crisis in the North Atlan­ 
tic Treaty Organization. 
These officials believe a ma­ 
jor foreign policy objective of 
De Gaulle in a new term as 
president would be to reduce 
progressively U.S. military and 
political influence in Europe. 
They expect him to attempt 
this prim arily through a radical 
recasting of the alliance. The 
belief here is that he probably 
would focus first on French pro­ 
posals 
for reorganizing the 
NATO 
military structure in 
such a way as to do away with 
the integration of Allied forces 
under a top American com­ 
mander. 
UJ>. strategy and tactics for 
dealing with De Gaulle's antici­ 
pated move are still undeter­ 
mined. Conferences 
on 
this 
country's European policy are 
under way. In general, the dom­ 
inant view of administration 
officials is that if worst came to 
worst the United States would 


work with other European allies 
to maintain a military system 
within the alliance and without 
France, if necessary. 


De Gaulle told a news confer­ 
ence Sept. 9 that so far as 
France is concerned integration 
will have to come to an end by 
1969 at the latest. 
In official Washington's view, 
De Gaulle, if elected as expect­ 
ed, would pursue the following 
major foreign policybbjectives, 
practically all of which run 
counter to long-established UJ>. 
purposes: 
1. Rearrangement of French 
international commitments to 
give the French government full 
freedom of action. It is believed 
here this means reducing the 
Atlantic Alliance to the status of 
a traditional Allied relationship 
in which countries promise aid 
to each other in event of war 
but do not coordinate forces or 
strategies beforehand. 


2. Whittling (town American 
influence in Europe while in­ 
creasing French influence. In 
this connection De Gaulle is 


considered to regard France's 
independent 
nuclear 
force, 
which soon will be operational, 
as evidence of France's status 
as a first-class power in the 
world and the only such power 
on the Continent west of Russia. 
3. Denial to Britain of an ef­ 
fective role in continental poli­ 
tics. Several years ago De 
Gaulle blocked Britain's UJi.- 
supported bid for membership 
in Hie European Common Mar­ 
ket and made clear that if Brit­ 
ain ever joined in the future it 
would have to be pretty much 
on French term s. 


4. Denial to West Germany of 
any participation in any kind of 
NATO nuclear force, such as 
the United States has urged on 
the European Allies for several 
years. 
5. Formation of closer ties 
with the Soviet Union wherever 
Moscow and Paris can discover 
common interests as a basis for 
cooperation. De Gaulle has spo­ 
ken in the past of a European 
system of nations stretching 
from the Atlantic to the Ural 
Mountains.

Under the law the census of 
business must be taken every 
five years. 
The previous census showed 
county had 415 busi­

units, but sales 
were 
only $29,716,000. 


County businesses have in­ 
creased the sales by more than 
$6,000,000 within the five years. 
Business places were divided 
into groups by the survey, to 
ma e the information available 
to tne public.

The operation in a shed be­ 
hind a Saigon hospital took less 
than four minutes. 
Chlnh became a walking ex­

Humphreys, a chest surgeon 
from Richmond, Va., was as­ 
sisted by another chest surgeon, 
Air Force Col.Daniel Campbell 
of Inlet Beach, Fla., a British 
anesthetist, Dr. Tony Brown, 
gave Chlnh a local anesthetic.

Tile doctors, who volunteered 
for the Job, operated from be.

RECALLING AN ANCIENT PLOT 
Guy Fawkes, a conspirator of long ago, is 
ceremonially burned in effigy throughout the 
United Kingdom every year on Nov. 5. A soldier 
who had been serving in Flanders, Fawkes 
was arrested as he entered a cellar under the 
House of Lords on that day in 1605. 
With 
a group of other English Catholics, 
including Thomas Percy, who had hired the 
cellar where 36 barrels of powder were secretly 
stored, Fawkes was accused of attempting to 
blow up the British houses of Parliam ent and 
King Jam es I on the day set for the king to 
open Parliam ent. The plot was the work of a 
small number of men, but it damaged all 
English Catholics and led to an unfortunate 
increase in the harshness of laws against them. 
After more than three and a half centuries, 
Guy Fawkes Day is not a very solemn observ­ 
ance, and it’s in no sense a legal holiday. 
Otherwise if s a kind of combination of the 
U.S. Fourth of July and Halloween and the French 
Bastille Day. 
Fawkes him self was described by a contem­ 
porary as a “ man of great piety, of exemplary 
tem perance, of mild and cheerful demeanor, 
an enemy of broils and disputes, a faithful 
friend and rem arkable for his punctual at­ 
tendance upon religious observances.” Ironi­ 
cally, UJuy the day which-is named for him 
is a time for fireworks and parties, a tim e— 
save the m ark—for the very “ broils and dis­ 
putes” which were anathema to the sober Guy. 
Some years ago, for example, the celebra­ 
tion got out of hand, and three persons were 
killed and scores of children and some adults 
were treated for burns, contusions, and shock. 
London’s fire brigade answered more than 500 
calls and in other cities firemen were busy 
until after midnight. Screen star Diana Dors 
suffered a seven-inch gash on a leg jumping 
out of a flaming house. 
Last year Scotland Yard reported arrests of 
more than IOO firecracker addicts and others 
by midnight.

His 
string of legislative trium phs should have in­ 
cluded it. The people should give this proposal 
vigorous support in the next session of Congress. 
Washington D. C., is the poorest governed 
city in the world. Its people have been dis­ 
enfranchised and they have no place to go to 
voice a complaint or to change undesirable 
conditions. They have no place to go, that is, 
unless they want to pursue the alm ost fruit­ 
less labyrinth of Congressional com m ittees— 
a spider web of bureaucracy—to try to find out 
precisely who has responsibility and figure 
out a way to direct a complaint at the specific 
group of bureaucrats having authority to act. 
The power to direct the activities, if they can be 
called that, of Washington, D. C., should be taken 
away from Congress for its own good. 
The district reflects badly on Congress, whose 
only interest in the capital is in making it 
presentable to tourists and constituents. F or­ 
eigners, who judge the United States by the 
horrible manner in which the district is gov­ 
erned, must think that the nation is completely 
uncivilized and horribly governed. Washington 
has a history of muggings and violent crim e 
that makes Chicago and other sin centers pale 
into insignificance. 
The d istrict’s government is bad because 
nobody in charge of its government is interested 
in its problems from the standpoint of those 
who live there. 
The district is isolated and 
detached from the rest of the country and gov­ 
erned badly by men and women who don’t live 
there and can’t share the viewpoint of those 
who do. 
The example certainly should cure the rest 
of the country from the temptation to look to 
Washington for the solution of all their local 
problem s. Washington solves none of its own 
problem s. 
Washington should be a showpiece in self 
government instead of a m ere bauble, whose 
monuments and public buildings gleam in the 
sunlight and whose broad, shaded boulevards and 
cherry blossom s attract the tourists. 
If the rest of the country patterned after it, 
this country would fall to organized crim e and 
inability to govern itself. 
people in the hinterlands should not be in­ 
different to this challenge. They should demand 
that Congress act to give the people the same 
chance to .govern them selves that they have.

A careful reading of the returns from Tuesday’s 
election will demonstrate that President Lyndon 
B. Johnson’s Great Society is not universally 
popular. It also shows that the people are not 
in the rubber stamp mood of Congress in all 
but the final days of the recent session. 
While it is true that the results did not 
drench Johnson in cold water he is bound to 
have felt the effect of a chilly drizzle here 
and there. 
While the President gave Alderman Abraham 
D. Beame only last minute, token support in 
the New York City mayoralty race, the endorse­ 
ment was not enough. John V. Lindsay won the 
three-cornered race, which proved once more 
that the right-wing conservative cause is not 
a popular one with the people. William Buckley, 
the third man, finished far behind the other two. 
Lindsay is a Republican but he soft pedaled 
the label in the campaign. He is not a typical 
Republican but a liberal one. It should be men­ 
tioned that he also was endorsed by the Liberal 
party, which is an important vote factor in New 
York City. 
The race was of national significance. It gives 
the G.O.P. a new presidential personality. In 
New York City Lindsay will become the city’s 
first G.O.P. mayor since Fiorella La Guardia 
20 years ago. 
Elsewhere some of the luster was rubbed off 
the Johnson success saga. What Johnson wanted 
he didn’t get—at least not all. 
In Texas, Gov. John B. Connally failed in 
a campaign to induce voters to stretch the 
term s of the governor and other state of­ 
ficials from two to four years. Presumably 
President Johnson voted for this proposal of 
his friend and associate. It was defeated. 
Republicans won numerous local victories— 
retaining control of Louisville’s city hall as 
one example. 
But Republicans took their lumps, too. Strong 
endorsement by G.O.P. leaders failed to win 
the New Jersey and Virginia governorships 
for Republican candidates. In Virginia a third 
party conversative candidate with John Birch 
Society endorsement cut down on the available 
G.O.P. vote. 
There was no such easy alibi for the G.O.P. 
in New Jersey. The result gives the state the 
first Democratic governor and Democratic con­ 
trolled legislature in a half century—since 
the days of the late Woodrow Wilson, who was 
sent from New Jersey to the presidency. 
All in all comfort can be taken in the fact 
that Tuesday was not a day for conformity 
or as a m atter of fact not even for govern­ 
ment by concensus.

Promethium - 147,

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — Revelation 
that Mrs. Roosevelt's phone 
was tapped during the war by 
army intelligence will not sur­ 
prise those familiar with the 
eavesdropping activities of the 
Army, Navy and every other 
intelligence agency at that time 
—except the FBI. 
Inside reason why Mrs. Roose­ 
velt’s wires were tapped was 
because she insisted on main­ 
taining contacts with liberal 
friends and labor leaders. By 
no stretch of the imagination 
could they be considered either 
Nazis or Communists. But in 
the opinion of those operating 
the intelligence agencies, they 
were suspect anyway. 


During World War n, Naval 
intelligence once stationed two 
cars of agents outside my house. 
I have forgotten why. When 
Congressman 
James 
Mc- 
Granery of Philadelphia, later 
attorney general, heard about it 
from one of my neighbors, he 
phoned Secretary of the Navy 
Frank Knox. Neither Knox nor 
I knew about the Navy's spying, 
and he promptly had the agents 
removed. 
If Sen. Ed Long, D-Mo., chair­ 
man of the Senate committee 
investigating eavesdropping, is 
worried about current Internal 
Revenue wiretapping, he should 
review what happened during the 
war, 
The OSS predecessor of CIA, 
tapped wires at the drop of a 
telephone. Army and Navy in­ 
telligence couldn’t sleep at night 
unless they had half a hundred 
rooms wired for sound. Donald 
Nelson, head of the War Pro­ 
duction Board, once got a re­ 
cording of a military session 
at which the brass hats planned 
to take over U.S. industrial 
production. 
Don used 
the 
recording 
to show President 
Roosevelt what Gen. 
B. B. 
Somervell and the military were 
up to and FDR put them in their 
place. 
Even good old Harold Ickes 
once bugged the room of his 


associate on the Public Works 
Board, Chip Robert, when Chip 
and Marvin McIntyre were en­ 
tertaining ladies in an Atlanta 
hotel. 
J. Edgar Hoover’s FBI did 
very little wiretapping in those 
days; only when authorized bv 
a federal court or the attorney 
general. But every other intel­ 
ligence agency had a field day. 
ELECTRONIC REFINEMENTS 
Today, 
wiretapping has be­ 
come much easier, due to elec­ 
tronic refinements. It's now 
possible to listen in on tele­ 
phone 
conversations without 
putting an actual tap on the wire. 
And it's reported that a TV 
camera will soon be available 
by which detectives or law en­ 
forcement 
officers, 
or sus­ 
picious husbands, can peer into 
private rooms. 
In recent years, also, there's 
been quite a rash of electronic 
eavesdropping by rival business 
firm s. This column once re­ 
vealed 
the charge by 
Hazel 
Bishop that her chief competi­ 
tor, 
Revlon, 
has wiretapped 
conversations regarding the TV 
show, 
‘‘$64,000 
Question," 
which 
prompted 
Revlon to 
snatch 
the show away 
from 
Hazel Bishop. 
In the Senate investigation over 
Internal Revenue wiretapping, 
Commissioner Sheldon Cohen 
deserves credit for issuing a 
strong circular instruction to 
all personnel June 19 that there 
was to be no illegal wiretapping 
even on underworld suspects. 
They, too, have their constitu­ 
tional rights. 
Though Commissioner Cohen 
admitted to Sen. Long that his 
agents had engaged in some il­ 
legal use of electronic devices, 
it should also be noted that some 
of these gadgets can be used 
quite legally. 
For instance, when tax agents 
raid a bambling casino to col­ 
lect Uncle Sam’s share of the 
take, 
miniature transm itters 
are planted in front and in the 
rear of the casino in order to 
alert police lf the operators 


try to crash out. This is not 
illegal. 
Tax agents also explain that 
it was not illegal to use two- 
way m irrors in about twenty 
revenue offices. Furtherm ore, 
there was good reason for It— 
namely, 
to protect witnesses 
asked 
to identify dangerous 
criminals. 


Attorney General Katzenbach 
recently 
testified 
that the 
Justice Department has “ lost" 
25 informants on underworld 
leaders, later found drowned 
wearing cement boots. So the 
two-way m irrors were used to 
spot unsuspecting gangsters. 
Out of 900 Internal Revenue 
offices, 26 were bugged, tax 
agents explain, and these were 
in intelligence areas where peo­ 
ple were suspected of fraud. 
Bugging rooms and using two- 
way m irrors is not illegal. 
Nevertheless, 
following Sen. 
Long’s investigation, all have 
been removed. 


BOBBY KENNEDY DENIES 
Sen. Bobby Kennedy, who as 
attorney general led a vigorous 
crime cleanup, has denied that 
he authorized the use of wire­ 
taps or electronic devices, as 
outlined in an Internal Revenue 
memo recently published in this 
column. 
"I never knew of, let alone 
approved or instructed, the use 
of the kind of equipment as 
being used 
by Internal Rev­ 
enue," Kennedy said. " I think 
that, although m istakes were 
made, 
Internal Revenue has 
made a major contribution to the 
fight against organized crim e, 
for which all of us should be 
grateful." 
Note; Rep. Carlton Sickles, 
I>Md., believes the 
police 
should get as 
up-to-date as 
James Bond; should sta rt using 
modem technology in fighting 
crim e. 
The 
congressman 
doesn’t want them to engage in 
illegal wiretapping, but does 
think that 
American police 
haven’t caught up with the tech­ 
niques of "Agent 007."

A QUESTION OF STRATEGY 
Always 
unresolved in the 
realm of military strategy is the 
question of whether a strategy 
should be devised around the 
armed 
forces 
available, or 
whether the forces should be 
designed to 
suit desired 
strategy. 
This argument is no more re­ 
solved than the age-old ques­ 
tion, "Which came first, the 
chicken or the egg?" Up to now, 
those concerned with national 
defense have taken one side or 
the other of this question; but 
ttie present Pentagon regime 
Ignores it altogether. 
Defense Secretary McNamara 
has proceeded in opposite di­ 
rections with his strategy and 
his military establishment. De­ 
fense Department budget pro­ 
posals have called for missiles 
to replace bomber and fighter 
aircraft. But the strategy has 
been 
directed toward small 
wars in which missiles 
are 
prohibited, and aircraft are our 
only means of gaining 
and 
maintaining advantage and su­ 
periority over an enemy. 
Three years ago the Secretary 
stopped production of the super - 
sonic B-58 bomber after only 
a few had been built. Phase­ 
out of our B-47s Is scheduled 
to be completed within the cur­ 
rent fiscal year, after which we 
will have only about 600 B-52s 
on alert, some nearing IO years 
of age. 
We had some 1500 bombers 
when the 
present Secretary 
came into office. His plans call 
for reducing this number to 150. 
which is no real force, by 1970. 
1970 is fast approaching, and 
the U. S. is involved in a war 
Administration experts say may 
last several years. B-52s are 
being used for our heavy strike 
force in vietnam, but most are 
programmed for the scrap pile, 
possibly before 
the Vietnam 
war can be brough! to a con­ 
clusion. 
The U. S. has built a missile 
force designed for total, global 
conflict, but we have disavowed 
such a war In our strategic 
doctrine. Pentagon experts pre­ 
fer 
to confront Communism 
with conventional weapons in 
every "war of liberation" the 
Communists start anywhere on 
the globe. Asia's teeming mil­ 
lions are fodder for the Com­ 
munist war machine. Alrpow- 
er is our only means of su­ 
periority over such numbers.

D. C.: — The 
brothers Reuther, who once 
bicycled across continents,now 
are launching a jet set for flights 
into some mighty spectacular 
horizons. 
Their flying squads, made up 
of skilled organizers, some­ 
times will jet from labor crisis 
to labor crisis in the Occident 
and Orient. Or they will respond 
to aid calls from Aslan unions* 
Or 
they will jet to lend a 
lobbying hand to allies in new 
African legislative halls. 
Sometimes they will fly to 
"down under" continents to set 
up workers* education and voca­ 
tional schools. 
Someday 
they will spread 
across 
the globe to run 
a 
world-wide strike in the auto­ 
motive or some other metal 
industry. 
Labor's jet set has been a 
long time in the making. Call 
it the new global 
unionism. 
Call it the internationalizing 
of the labor movement* What­ 
ever one does call it this new 
development will not sound as 
venturesome as do the following 
words of Victor Reuther: 
"With the unprecedented re­ 
sources of the free labor move­ 
ment, 
in manpower, 
in e * 
perience, in leadership, 
in 
money, there can be no ques­ 
tion that the new international 
structure will be built in time, 
that it will be effective and 
that 
it 
will inaugurate 
a 
dramatic new phase of labor 
union history." 
Victor is director of the auto 
union's International 
Affairs

have Canadians approached a 
national election with such apa* 
thy a s they have shown in the 
cam paign now drawing 
to a 
clo se . 
V arious 
reason s have been 
given, but the most plausible 
ap p ears to be a public convic­ 
tion that Prim e M inister L e ste r 
B . P earso n 's L ib eral party will 
win in Monday's voting. 
Public opinion polls and su r­ 
veys virtually have ruled out a 
victory by C on servativeLeader 
John G . Diefenbaker. 
The main Interest is in wheth­ 
er the L ib erals will win a ma­ 
jo rity of the 265 House of Com- 
mons se a ts and thus l>e able to 
form a m ajority governm ent. 
That w as P earson 's objective in 
calling the election after 2 Vi 
y e a rs in office. 
A veteran political w riter for 
the Toronto Globe & M ail, who 
h as visited all parts of the coun­ 
try , rem arked: "N ow here is it 
evident that the people who will 
vote on Nov. 8 are listening to 
what is being said. In truth, 
very little is being said that is 
worth listening to ." 
In one Quebec d istric t, the 
C onservative 
candidate 
has 
found a way to stir in terest. He 
opens his rallies with the first 
reel of a Brigitte Bardot film , 
sp eak s for half an hour, then 
show s the rest of the picture. 
'"H ie form ula has 
been a 
sm ash in g su c c e s s," said candi­ 
date G erard V erm ette. 
T .C . D ouglas, lead er of the 
New Dem ocratic party, blam ed 
the lack of enthusiasm on what 
he 
called the disenchantment 
and disillusionm ent of the public 
with both Pearson and Diefen­ 
b ak er. 
D iefenbaker, 70, has concen­ 
trated his attack on what he 
c a lls "th e m e ss " in Ottawa — 
meaning scandals which have 
em b arrassed the Pearson gov­ 
ernm ent. 
These have not in­ 
volved the prim e m in ister di­ 
rectly , but several high-ranking 
a id e s were dropped for alleged 
brib ery attem pts and for im pli­ 
cation in efforts to get the p ris­ 
on re le a se of an accused n arco, 
tic s sm uggler Lucien R ivard . 
P earso n , 68, has sought to 
m ake the main issu e the return 


of the L ib eral party with a solid 
m ajority in the House of Com­ 
mons so it need not depend upon 
the support of splinter p arties.

This once rem ote 
region of tangled alp s and deep- 
treed valleys is no longer r e ­ 
m ote, Bulldozers have pushed 
up the once hidden valley s to 
let 
the 
chainsaws 
c le a r the 
fo re sts. 
The F o re st S erv ice, 
unable to re sist the p re ssu re s 
o f the loggers, has let the cut­ 
tin g climb to within le s s than 
a mile of hanging g la c ie rs. The 
living m atrix for this splendid 
parkland is being extinguished. 
And the land above tim erline is 
not exempt from exploitation 
eith er. H elicopters are ferryin g 
in mining parties who a re sta k ­ 
ing vast a re as in problem atical 
cla im s The F orest Serv ice is 
not empowered to stop such 
mining in even the m ost p ric e ­ 
l e s s part of this parkland. 
Surely legal protection com ­ 
m ensurate with the grandeur of 
th is area can be accorded. A 
law establishing a national park 
th ere can provide this p ro tec­ 
tion. The Wild C ascad es m akes 
it cle ar why this protection is 
needed, and why the nation must 
wait no longer.

is taking a strange 
holiday in C alifornia. 
The little green-w alled, two- 
chair gas cham ber in San Quen­ 
tin State Prison - where four 
women and 190 men have paid 
with 
their liv es for erim es- 
has executed no one in alm ost 
three y ea rs. 
Death row, originally set up to 
house 34 condemned men, now 
h as 47. Two have been there 
m ore than eight years. 
Twenty m ore also would be 
there were it not for appeals 
now part of the courtroom log­ 
jam likely to prolong the m ora­ 
torium on executions indefinite­ 
ly. 
T h ere’ s an irony in this. Gov, 
Edmond G. Brown tried to get 
the legislatu re to abolish capital 
punishment. It wouldn’t do it. 
Then he asked for a moratorium 
on executions 
The legislature 
turned him down. Now, in e f­ 
fect, he has it anyway. 
The la st execution was on 
Jan . 23, 
1963. Since 
then 
a 
steady buildup of death row in­ 
m ates has conformed to the rou­ 
tine of tieing locked up 20 1/2 
hours out of 24 in 4 1/2 -x- 
11-foot 
c e lls. 
Under arm ed 
guard, 
the condemned 
men 
e x e rc ise the other 3 1/2 hours 
in a fenced enclosure. Their 
view of the world outside is what 
they se e on television screen s 
at night. 
“ The absence of executions in 
C alifornia 
for nearly 
three 
y e a rs is prim arily the result of 
variou s court decisions includ­ 
ing the M orse, Dorado and G rif- 
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fin d e cisio n s," explained W al­ 
te r Dunbar, dire : tor of the C ali­ 
fornia Department of C o rre c­ 
tions. 
He capsuled these State Su ­ 
prem e Court rulings: 
“ M orse decision - -D uring the 
penalty tr hi I --in C alifornia the 
penalty is determined in a trial 
se p a ra te from that on the v er­ 
dict -- no reference can 
be 
m ade to the fact that men with 
life sentences are eligible for 
parole in seven years. 
“ Dorado decision --A su spect 
m ust be informed of his right to 
rem ain silent, his right to an 
attorney and the fact that any­ 
thing he 
says 
may be used 
against him in court. 
“ Griffin decision —No re f­ 
eren ce can be made in court to 
the defendant’ s failure to testify 
on the w itness stan d." 
Sim p the Jan . 7, 1964 M orse 
decision , rendered in the case of 
a San Diego teen-ager convicted 
of killing his mother with a rock 
and his siste r with a baseball 
bat, there have l>een 26 penalty 
re v e r sa ls based on it. Eleven 
k ille rs 
have been retried and 
a re back on death row. 
Three got a switch from the 
g a s cham ber to life. One was 
Iva K roeger, 
the 
eccentric 
sh arp - tongued 
grandm other 
who buried a strangled couple 
in

F ra n c isco house so she could 
take over their auto court. 
L egal breaths are held over 
this staggering question --does 
failu re to tell a man, before he 
co n fesse s, of his rights open 
re tria l doors for ca se s going 
back into the p ast? 
The C alifornia Supreme Court 
h as ruled these can go no fu r­ 
ther 
back than June 22, 1964, 


date of a U. S. Supreme Court 
decision on which the C alifornia 
D orado decision 
was based. 
Now C aliforn ia’ s attorney gen­ 
e ra l w aits for a U. S. Supreme 
Court 
review affirm ing this. 
O therw ise, said the California 
Suprem e Court, it “ would Im­ 
pose im possible burdens upon 
the adm inistration of ju stic e ." 


The chief justice of the C ali­ 
fornia Suprem e Court, Roger J . 
T rayn or em phasized recently 
that the courts are not “ cod­ 
d le rs 
of crim in als,” adding: 
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“ They deal sternly with those 
who take the law in their 
own 
hands. When they insist that an 
accused be brought Into court 
and tried by fair procedures, 
even if It entails a new tra il, 
they may slow down the speed 
of ju stice but they also give ev ­ 
ery man assuran ce that, should 
he ev er be brought to court, he 
will be brought to Justice fa ir ­ 
ly ."

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Old Tractor Makes 
Lots of Sorghum 


POPLAR 
BLUFF, Mo. 
AP 
--Ralph Coen’s old farm tractor 
goes round and round, hut It 
hasn’t 
plowed 
a furrow 
In 
years. 
But it has helped him and his 
wife, Mary, literally squeeze a 
living from those rocky Ozark 
foothills by driving their so r­ 
ghum m olasses mill. 
Coan 
began 
making 
“ so r­ 
g h u m s /* a s he c a l l s the thick, 
tangy m o l a s s e s , in h is native 
Clay Count} , Ind., in 1921. 
“ We used to make a lot of so r­ 
ghum for railroad crews p ass­ 
ing 
through our are a/* he r e ­ 
lated. “ I guess that’s how I got 
started. Those were the best 
days.** 
TTie Coans moved to M issouri 
in 1957 and settled on a sm all 
farm IO m iles south of here. 
They immediately started mak­ 
ing m olasses with power fu r­ 
nished by a horse named Bob. 
But Bob died the next winter 
and Coan began looking around 
for some other way to turn his 
sorghum m ill. “ A neighbor of 
mine, an old Negro preacher, 
had started making sorghum 
about that tim e and he came 
up with the idea of hiching up 
his old tracto r to run in a c ir­ 
c le /’ 
Coan 
recalled. “ He 
showed me how to do it and Ifs 
worked for me ever since.** 
Coan’s mill is an assem bly of 
vertical steel ro llers squeezing 
the 
Juice 
from 
the 
so r­ 
ghum stalks. A long hardwood 
pole is connected to the mill on 
one end and the other is hooked 
to the re a r of the tractor. 
The tra c to r's steering wheel 
is wired down so that the old 
machine churns slowly in a 30- 


foot circle around the mill. One 
of M rs Coan's Jobs is feeding 
the sorghum, grown in a near­ 
by field, into the jaws of the 
mill. 
The brownish Juice runs from a 
spout under the m ill’s rollers 
into a gathering bowl. It then 
flows by gravity underground 
through a rubber hose into a 55- 
gallon storage barrel near the 
metal cooking vat. 
The shallow vat, IO feet long 
and mounted over a concrete 
fire box, is four inches deep 
where the juice is ladled in and 
about an inch in depth where the 
m olasses is drawn off. A series 
of hand-adjusted baffles con­ 
tro ls the flow of Juice through 
four stages of cooking. 
As he stands and lifts off the 
“ skim m in's,” C o a n can tell 
when the m olasses is ready by 
its appearance as it drips from 
his perforated ladle. Refigures 
it takes about eight gallons of 
juice to 
make 
a gallon 
of 
“ honey drip*' m olasses. 
The Coans, he is 74 and his 
wife, 61, begin making m olasses 
early in September. Depending 
on how cold the weather gets, 
they usually continue until the 
middle of Decem ber. They sell 
all 
they make 
to m otorists 
passing by on U. S. 160. It 
goes for $3 a gallon. 
Coan says he knows of no oth­ 
e r such mill operating in his 
area. 
“ We’re Just poor folks/* says 
M rs. Coan, “ but we work and 
make sorghum to stay ahead.** 
She said it was a hard way to 
make a living, but added: 
“ Pd rather get out and work 
hard than live off the other fel­ 
low.**

John XXIII, The letter had to 
do with excessive socializa­ 
tion, threatening dehumaniza­ 
tion. “ Modern man,” the Pope 
says, "se e s that the sphere 
in which he can think for him ­ 
self, act on his own initiative, 
exercise his responsibilities, 
and affirm and enrich his per­ 
sonality is in many cases re­ 
stricted to an excessive de­ 
g ree.” The Holy Father agrees 
that trade unions can be help­ 
ful, but the unions he la s in 
mind he describes as "form s 
of free and spontaneous associa­ 
tions, 
well 
ordered 
and 
oriented.” But 
m em bership 
even in these rare unions must 
be "offered to, not imposed 
upon the free choice of man­ 
kind.” That of course 
is a 
statem ent of the right to work 
principle: that union m em ber­ 
ship be offered to, not imposed 
upon the free choice of mankind. 
If the individual is to choose 
union m em bership, Pope John 
continues, let it be "the re­ 
sult of a free and justified choice 
of careful thought about him ­ 
self, his destiny and that of the 
w orld.” 
Some clerical champions of 
com pulsory unionism have in­ 
sisted the Holy Father 
was 


there condemning com pulsory 
m em bership only in socialistic 
European unions, although he 
spoke no word of such lim ita­ 
tion.

The clerics who had denied 
the pertinence of the Semaine 
Social letter to A m erica had 
made the sam e denial about the 
pertinence of A m erica of the 
C hristm as Message of Pius XII 
in 1952, 
condemning

domination. There the Holy Fa­ 
ther complained that ‘'access to 
employment or to places of 
labor is made to depend upon 
registration in certain parties 
o r 
in certain organizations 
which trace their origin to the 
labor m arket. Such discrim ina­ 
tions a re indicative of a wrong 
concept of the proper function 
of 
labor 
unions and of their 
essential purpose, which is the 
protection of the in terests 
of 
the wage earner within modern 
society, which has become more 
and more anonymous and col­ 
lectiv ist.” That that M essage 
was not meant only for socialist 
Europe but also for A m erica 
was 
made manifest 
by 
its 
specific reference to the "free 
w orld,” and through its ap­ 
plication to the Canadian inter­ 
national union s— our own A m er­ 
ican unions — by Pope John in 
his 1960 letter to the Canadian 
Social Week.

Offbeat

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — One of 
the apparent hits of the new tel* 
evision season is an offbeat ad* 
venture series, "I Spy/' which 
features a pair of on-the-beat 
stars, Robert Gulp and Bill Cos* 
by. 
They combine well, Gulp with 
his crisp but sensitive style, 
Cosby with a wise humor. Both 
are 
sturdily athletic, which 
conies in handy when required 
to race across scenery on Hong 
Kong and Japan locations. 
Aside from the feet that "I 
Spy” seem s to possess quality 
In a season grimly lacking in it, 
the notable feature of the series 
is that one of the costars is a 
Negro. 
Bill Cosby views this fact with 
unconcern. He was skeptical 
when producer Sh el don Leona rd 
suggested it a year ago. “ When 
it happens, I'll believe it,” he 
said. 
It happened, and Cosby is now 
merely trying to do a job re* 
garbless of his race. That has 
been true throughout his fast- 
rising, three-year career. His 
comedy routines in night clubs, 
concerts and television have 
largely concerned the joys and 
sorrows of urban living. 
On ”1 Spy'” itself, raceisnei* 
ther stressed nor ignored. 
"There is little reference to 
race, except the kind of com­ 
ment that one Italian might say 
about another Italian,” Cosby 
explained. "We certainly don't 
do any racial jokes. There's no 
occasion for it between Bobbie 
and me. We consider each other 
as Kelly Robinson and Alexand­ 
er Scott, not as a white man and 
a Negro.” 
Only three Deep South televi­ 
sion stations refused to accept 
the Wednesday night NBC show, 
according to Cosby. "Apparent­ 
ly we had no problem getting 
sponsors,” he added. "In feet, I 
understand they are now stand­ 
ing in line.” 
He considers the show an ad­ 
vance for Negro actors in gen­ 
eral and himself in particular. 
"TTie series has been a tre­ 
mendous gain for my career," 
he said. "I'm losing money, 
compared to what I would be 
making as a comedian, but I 
will make it up next year. The 
important thing is that film pro­ 
ducers are already thinking of 
me in terms of roles as a human 
being, and not merely as a ser­ 
vant or a runaway slave.”

The Church Of God

A small group of Church of God people began 
prayer meetings and occasional services in 
1938 in Sikeston. For over two years a small 
group worshiped in the home of their pastor, 
Rev. J. B. Brunk, on Matthews Street. Two tent 
revivals were held during this time—one on a 
lot behind the present Nailling Tractor Company 
building, and the other on the lot presently oc­ 
cupied by the McDougal Insurance Agency. Some 
of the persons who worshiped with this first 
group were Mr. and Mrs. Dock Hawkins, Mr. 
and Mrs. W. H. Lewis, Mr. and Mrs. H u b e r t 
Keasler, Jr., Mr. and Mrs. Tom Thurmond, 
Rev. and Mrs. J. B. Brunk, and Mrs. Laura 
Lathom. 
In 1941 the O. C. Lewis family moved to 
Sikeston and the erection of the first unit of the 
present church sanctuary was completed under 
the leadership of Rev. Lewis. In May, 1941 the 
service of dedication was the first service in 
the new building and the small group of Christians 
began to grow as a congregation. 
A Sunday School was organized that same month 
with thirty enrolled. Rev. Lewis served ably as 
the first pastor leading in a growth to sixty-five 
average attendance. In June, 1943 a full time 
pastor, Rev. H. McDonough, was called. During 
the ministry of Rev. McDonough the church grew 
to an average attendance above the one-hundred 
mark. During this period the church purchased 
the present pastorium at 228 Sikes. 


In January, 1946 Rev. and Mrs. Vernon Gutten- 
felder accepted the charge of the local pastorate 
and led Tanner Street Church of God in one of 
its most fruitful eras of service. During the 
twelve years of leadership under the Gutten- 
felders the church increased its average attend­ 
ance beyond the two hundred mark. Also a new 
Christian Education building was attached to the 
original structure in 1947, a recreational fellow­ 
ship building was added in 1952, and in 1956 
the sanctuary was enlarged to its present size by 
an addition of a side chapel. The Guttenfelders 
were greatly loved by the community; being very 
talented musicians, they were used widely in 
various types of programs. Through their ef­ 
forts, principally, two choirs, an orchestra, and 
many small singing groups were organized. 
Rev. E. D. Johnson served the church as pastor 
from 1957 to 1961. Among other accomplish­ 
ments was the purchase of an organ for the 
church sanctuary. 
The present m inister, Rev. Oral Withrow, and 
his family moved to Sikeston in June, 1961 to 
assume the ministerial leadership of the Tanner 
Street Church. In 1964 the church completed 
a remodeling and construction program which 
doubled the size of the facilities for the Tanner 
Street Church. 
The church echoes the theme of the radio 
broadcast it sponsors each week over KSIM at 
8 a.m. 
on Sunday: “A United Church For a 
Divided W orld/’

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Live Grenade R emoved 
From Vietnamese Farmer 


SAIGON, South Viet Nam 
(AP) 
— Working through a 
small hole in a wall of sand­ 
bags, two U.S. surgeons suc­ 
cessfully removed a live gre­ 
nade from a Vietnamese farm­ 
e r's back today. 
“ It's in the box," Maj. Gen. 
Jam es W. Humphreys Jr . shout­ 
ed as he released the grenade 
Into a wooden case half filled 
with sand after pulling it from 
the back of frail, Nguyen Tran 
Chinh, 52. 
The operation in a shed be­ 
hind a Saigon hospital took less 
than four minutes. 
Chinh became a walking ex­ 
plosive Sunday when a Viet 
Cong fired the 40mm grenade 


into his back. The missile 6 
inches long and 2 inches wide 
lodged in his lower back be­ 
neath the 12th rib. 
Humphreys, a chest surgeon 
from Richmond, Va., was as­ 
sisted by another chest surgeon, 
Air Force Col.Daniel Campbell 
of Inlet Beach, Fla., a British 
anesthetist, Dr. Tony Brown, 
gave Chinh a local anesthetic. 
Brown is attached to the UJL 
aid mission. 
The doctors, who volunteered 
for the job, operated from be­ 
hind a 10-foot-high stack oi 
sandbags. They were about four 
feet away from the patient. 
Inserting their instruments 
through an opening below a 


large pane of bulletproof glass, 
they made an incision with a 
scalpel attached to a 6-foot4ong 
steel arm. 
Then Humphreys picked out 
the grenade with a 6-foot-pair of 
tweezers and placed it gently in 
the box of sand. It was about 2 
feet from the wound to the box. 
“ If I had dropped it, the whole 
show would have been over," 
Humphreys said. 
A UJJ.Army demolition ex* 
pert, Maj. Daniel Doty of Mari­ 
na, Calif., carried the box to a 
sandbagged jeep. It was to be 
detonated outside Saigon. 
The grenade can kill at five 
yards and cause serious injury 
far beyond that distance. 


De Gaulle Announcement 
Will Produce Crisis For U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Charles 
de Gaulle's announcement that 
he will stand for re-election as 
president of France is regarded 
by UJ5. officials as assuring a 
severe crisis in the North Atlan­ 
tic Treaty Organization. 
These officials believe a ma­ 
jor foreign policy objective of 
De Gaulle in a new term as 
president would be to reduce 
progressively UJ5. militaryand 
political influence in Europe. 
They expect him to attempt 
this primarily through a radical 
recasting of the alliance. The 
belief here is that he probably 
would focus first on French pro­ 
posals 
for reorganizing the 
NATO 
military structure in 
such a way as to do away with 
the integration of Allied forces 
under a top American com­ 
mander. 
UJi. strategy and tactics for 
dealing with De Gaulle's antici­ 
pated move are still undeter­ 
mined. Conferences 
on 
this 
country's European policy are 
under way. In general, the dom­ 
inant view of administration 
officials is that ifworstcameto 
worst the United States would 


work with other European allies 
to maintain a military system 
within the alliance and without 
France, if necessary. 


De Gaulle told a news confer­ 
ence Sept. 9 that so far as 
France is concerned integration 
will have to come to an end by 
1969 at the latest. 
In official Washington's view, 
De Gaulle, if elected as expect­ 
ed, would pursue the following 
major foreign policybbjectives, 
practically all of which run 
counter to long-established UJS, 
purposes: 
1. Rearrangement of French 
international commitments to 
give the French government full 
freedom of action. It is believed 
here this means reducing the 
Atlantic Alliance to the status of 
a traditional Allied relationship 
in which countries promise aid 
to each other in event of war 
but do not coordinate forces or 
strategies beforehand. 


2. Whittling down American 
influence in Europe while In­ 
creasing French influence. In 
this connection De Gaulle is 


considered to regard France's 
independent 
nuclear 
force, 
which soon will be operational, 
as evidence of France's status 
as a first-class power in the 
world and the only such power 
on the Continent west of Russia. 
3. Denial to Britain of an ef­ 
fective role in continental poli­ 
tics. Several years ago De 
Gaulle blocked Britain's U£*> 
supported bid for membership 
in the European Common Mar­ 
ket and made clear that if Brit­ 
ain ever joined in the future it 
would have to be pretty much 
on French term s. 


4. Denial to West Germany of 
any participation in any kind of 
NATO nuclear force, such as 
the United States has urged on 
the European Allies for several 
years. 
5. Formation of closer ties 
with the Soviet Union wherever 
Moscow and Paris can discover 
common interests as a basis for 
cooperation. De Gaulle has spo­ 
ken In the past of a European 
system of nations stretching 
from the Atlantic to the Ural 
Mountains.

RECALLING AN ANCIENT PLOT 
Guy Fawkes, a conspirator of long ago, is 
ceremonially burned in effigy throughout the 
United Kingdom every year on Nov. 5. A soldier 
who had been serving in Flanders, Fawkes 
was arrested as he entered a cellar under the 
House of Lords on that day in 1605. 
With 
a group of other English Catholics, 
including Thomas Percy, who had hired the 
cellar where 36 barrels of powder were secretly 
stored, Fawkes was accused of attempting to 
blow up the British houses of Parliament and 
King James I on the day set for the king to 
open Parliament. The plot was the work of a 
small number of men, but it damaged all 
English Catholics and led to an unfortunate 
increase in the harshness of laws against them. 
After more than three and a half centuries, 
Guy Fawkes Day is not a very solemn observ­ 
ance, and it’s in no sense a legal holiday. 
Otherwise it’s a kind of combination of the 
U.S. Fourth of July and Halloween and the French 
Bastille Day. 
Fawkes himself was described by a contem­ 
porary as a “ man of great piety, of exemplary 
temperance, of mild and cheerful demeanor, 
an enemy of broils and disputes, a faithful 
friend and remarkable for his punctual at­ 
tendance upon religious observances.” Ironi­ 
cally, today the day which*is named for him 
is a time for fireworks and parties, a time— 
save the mark—for the very “broils and dis­ 
putes” which were anathema to the sober Guy. 
Some years ago, for example, the celebra­ 
tion got out of hand, and three persons were 
killed and 'scores of children and some adults 
were treated for burns, contusions, and shock. 
London’s fire brigade answered more than 500 
calls and in other cities firemen were busy 
until after midnight. Screen star Diana Dors 
suffered a seven-inch gash on a leg jumping 
out of a flaming house. 
Last year Scotland Yard reported arrests of 
more than 100 firecracker addicts and others 
by midnight. Our usually staid British cousins 
would appear ripe for a Safe and Sane Fawkes 
movement.

The nation breathed a sigh of relief when 
Congress adjourned. 
People in most sections of the nation, immersed 
in their own concerns, gave only fleeting and 
indifferent attention to the Congress’ failure 
to pass a home rule bill for the District of 
Columbia. 
It’s unfortunate that the people are so self 
centered 
and 
preoccupied. The District of 
Columbia needs home rule. The district should 
have it. 
President Lyndon B. Johnson was correct in 
making this a major administration effort. His 
string of legislative triumphs should have in­ 
cluded it. The people should give this proposal 
vigorous support in the next session of Congress. 
Washington D. C., is the poorest governed 
city in the world. Its people have been dis­ 
enfranchised and they have no place to go to 
voice a complaint or to change undesirable 
conditions. They have no place to go, that is, 
unless they want to pursue the almost fruit­ 
less labyrinth of Congressional committees— 
a spider web of bureaucracy—to try to find out 
precisely who has responsibility and figure 
out a way to direct a complaint at the specific 
group of bureaucrats having authority to act. 
The power to direct the activities, if they can be 
called that, of Washington, D. C., should be taken 
away from Congress for its own good. 
N The district reflects badly on Congress, whose 
only interest in the capital is in making it 
presentable to tourists and constituents.

A careful readingofthe returns from Tuesday’s 
election will demonstrate that President Lyndon 
B. Johnson’s Great Society is not universally 
popular. It also shows that the people are not 
in the rubber stamp mood of Congress in all 
but the final days of the recent session. 
While it is true that the results did not 
drench Johnson in cold water he is bound to 
have felt the effect of a chilly drizzle here 
and there. 
While the President gave Alderman Abraham 
D. Beame only last minute, token support in 
the New York City mayoralty race, the endorse­ 
ment was not enough. John V. Lindsay won the 
three-cornered race, which proved once more 
that the right-wing conservative cause is not 
a popular one with the people. William Buckley, 
the third man, finished far behind the other two. 
Lindsay is a Republican but he soft pedaled 
the label in the campaign. He is not a typical 
Republican but a liberal one. It should be men­ 
tioned that he also was endorsed by the Liberal 
party, which is an important vote factor in New 
York City. 
The race was of national significance. It gives 
the G.O.P. a new presidential personality. In 
New York City Lindsay will become the city’s 
first G.O.P. mayor since Fiorella La Guardia 
20 years ago. 
Elsewhere some of the luster was rubbed off 
the Johnson success saga. What Johnson wanted 
he didn’t get—at least not all. 
In Texas, Gov. John B. Connally failed in 
a campaign to induce voters to stretch the 
terms of the governor and other state of­ 
ficials from two to four years. Presumably 
President Johnson voted for this proposal of 
his friend and associate. It was defeated. 
Republicans won numerous local victories— 
retaining control of Louisville’s city hall as 
one example. 
But Republicans took their lumps, too. Strong 
endorsement by G.O.P. leaders failed to win 
the New Jersey and Virginia governorships 
for Republican candidates. In Virginia a third 
party conversative candidate with John Birch 
Society endorsement cut down on the available 
G.O.P. vote. 
There was no such easy alibi for the G.O.P. 
in New Jersey. The result gives the state the 
first Democratic governor and Democratic con­ 
trolled legislature in a half century—since 
the days of the late Woodrow Wilson, who was 
sent from New Jersey to the presidency. 
All in all comfort can be taken in the fact 
that Tuesday was not a day for conformity 
or as a matter of fact not even for govern­ 
ment by concensus.

Uptonow, 
those concerned with national 
defense have taken one side or 
the other of this quest km; but 
the present Pentagon regime 
ignores it altogether. 
Defense Secretary McNamara 
has proceeded in opposite di­ 
rections with his strategy and 
his military establishment. De­ 
fense Department budget pro­ 
posals have called for missiles 
to replace bomber and fighter 
aircraft. But the strategy has 
been 
directed toward small 
wars In which missiles 
are 
prohibited, and aircraft are our 
only means of gaining 
and 
maintaining advantage and su­ 
periority over an enemy. 
Three years ago the Secretary 
stopped production of the super­ 
sonic B-58 bomber after only 
a few had been built. Phase­ 
out of our B-47s is scheduled 
to be completed within the cur­ 
rent fiscal year, after which we 
will have only about 600 B-52s 
on alert, some nearing 10 years 
of age, 
We had some 1500 bombers 
when the present Secretary 
came into office. His plans call 
for reducing this number to 150. 
which is no real force, by 1970. 
1970 is test approaching, and 
the U. S. is Involved In a war 
Administration experts say may 
last several years. B-52s are 
being used for our heavy strike 
force in Vietnam, but most are 
programmed for the scrap pile, 
possibly before 
the Vietnam 
war can be brought to a con­ 
clusion. 
The U. S. has built a missile 
force designed for total, global 
conflict, but we have disavowed 
such a war in our strategic 
doctrine. Pentagon experts pre- 
fer 
to confront Communism 
With conventional^ wbapbhs in 
every "war of liberation" the 
Communists start anywhere on 
the globe. Asia's teeming mil­ 
lions are fodder for the Com­ 
munist war machine. Airpow- 
er is our only means of su­ 
periority over such numbers.

Sometimes they will fly to

they will spread

industry. 
Labor's jet set has been a 
long time in the making. Gall 
it the new global 
unionism. 
Call it the internationalizing 
of the labor movement. What­ 
ever one does call it this new 
development will not sound as 
venturesome as do the following 
words of Victor Reuther: 
"With the unprecedented re­ 
sources of the free labor move­ 
ment, 
in manpower, 
in e * 
perience, in leadership,

money, there can be no ques­ 
tion that the new international 
structure will be built in time, 
that it will be effective and

union history."

Pearson Triumph 


only a few dollars and some 
household items.

OTTAWA (AP) — Rarely 
have Canadians approached a 
national election with such apa. 
thy as they have shown in the 
campaign now drawing to a 
close. 
Various reasons have been 
given, but the most plausible 
appears to be a public convic­ 
tion that Prime Minister Lester 
B. Pearson’s Liberal party will 
win in Monday’s voting. 
Public opinion polls and sur­ 
veys virtually have ruled out a 
victory by Conservative Leader 
John G. Diefenbaker. 
The main interest is in wheth­ 
er the Liberals will win a ma­ 
jority of the 265 House of Com- 
mens seats and thus be able to 
form a majority government. 
That was Pearson’s objective in 
calling the election after 2V2 
years in office. 
A veteran political writer for 
the Toronto Globe A Mail, who 
has visited all parts of the coun­ 
try, remarked: **Nowhere is it 
evident that the people who will 
vote on Nov. 8 are listening to 
what is being said. In truth, 
very little is being said that is 
worth listening to.” 
In one Quebec district, the 
Conservative 
candidate 
has 
found a way to stir interest. He 
opens his rallies with the first 
reel of a Brigitte Bardot film, 
speaks fbr half an hour, then 
shows the rest of the picture. 
’’The formula has been a 
smashing success,” said candi­ 
date Gerard Vermette. 
T.C. Douglas, leader of the 
New Democratic party, blamed 
the lack of enthusiasm on what 
he called the disenchantment 
and disillusionment of the public 
with both Pearson and Diefen­ 
baker. 
Diefenbaker, 70, has concen­ 
trated his attack on what he 
calls ”the mess” in Ottawa — 
meaning scandals which have 
embarrassed the Pearson gov­ 
ernment. These have not in­ 
volved the prime minister di­ 
rectly, but several high-ranking 
aides were dropped for alleged 
bribery attempts and for impli­ 
cation in efforts to get the pris­ 
on release of an accused narco­ 
tics smuggler Lucien Rivard. 
Pearson, 68, has sought to 
make the main issue the return 


of the Liberal party with a solid 
majority in the House of Com­ 
mons so it need not depend upon 
the support of splinter parties. 
One issue that was crucial in 
the 1963 election is notably 
missing. That was the question 
of accepting UJi. nuclear war­ 
heads for Canadian missiles. 
Since the Pearson government 
accepted them, this has become 
a dead issue. 
Another 
issue 
which has 
played little part in the cam­ 
paign 
is 
anti-Americanism.. 
Criticism of the United States 
was a major part of Diefenbak- 
er’s 
1958 campaign and it 
bobbed up to some extent in 
1962. Diefenbaker now Is sup­ 
porting UJS. policy inVietNam. 
The two main questions on 
U.S. -Canadian 
relations that 
have come up in the present 
campaign are the pact on auto 
parts and the question of ex­ 
porting Canadian water to the 
United States. 
Diefenbaker 
charged that 
Canada got the short end of the 
auto parts pact and Canadian 
consumers 
got no benefits. 
Since then, price cuts on Cana­ 
dian cars have been announced 
and Pearson says the issue is 
dead. 
The controversy over water 
resources began when Pearson 
stated that Canada w’ould dis­ 
cuss the question with U.S. offi­ 
cial s. Diefenbaker charged that 
the Liberals were about to bar­ 
gain away Canada’s valuable 
water reserves. 
Pearson re­ 
plied that Canada's require­ 
ments would be assured before 
any water was exported - and 
besides the whole thing was a 
long-term problem. 
Both Pearson and Diefeubak- 
er have given attention to the 
controversy over the role of 
French Canada in the country 
and 
future 
constitutional 
changes, but this is not expected 
to figure in the election outcome 
to any great extent. 
The Liberals go into the elec­ 
tion six seats short of a clear 
majority. They hold 127 of the 
265 House Seats. The Conserva­ 
tives have 92. New Democrats 
have 18, Creditiste 13, Social 
Credit 9, Independent 2, vacant.

Wilderness

The Wild Cascades carries 
the reader into the last of our 
primeval 
landscapes: 
th e 
Northern Cascades of Washing­ 
ton. But for its remoteness, 
this natural parkland would long 
ago have been one of our great­ 
est national parks. The few who 
knew it found it without peer. 
As early as 1906, mountaineers 
who visited the area suggested 
that the North Cascades be 
placed in a national park. And 
in the 1930*s a survey team 
for the National Park Service 
concluded that a national park 
in the Northern Cascades could 
“ outrank in its scenic, recrea­ 
tional, and wildlife values any 
existing national park and any 
other possibility for such a 
park within the United States.” 
Now in the 1960’s another Park 
Service survey team has cor­ 
roborated this judgment. 
Earlier failures to respond to 
the judgments of those who knew 
the North Cascades and knew 
they should have been made 
secure within a national park 
left the region no worse than 
it had been. But the prospects 
for survival have now changed-- 
drastically. This once remote 
region of tangled alps and deep- 
treed valleys is no longer re ­ 
mote. Bulldozers have pushed 
up the once hidden valleys to 
let the chainsaws clear the 
forests. The Forest Service, 
unable to resist the pressures 
of the loggers, has let the cut­ 
ting climb to within less than 
a mile of hanging glaciers. The 
living matrix for this splendid 
- parkland is being extinguished. 
And the land above timerline is 
not exempt from exploitation 
either. Helicopters are ferrying 
in mining parties who are stak­ 
ing vast areas in problematical 
claims. The Forest Service is 
not empowered to stop such 
mining in even the most price­ 
less part of this parkland. 
.Surely legal protection com­ 
mensurate with the grandeur of 
this area can be accorded. A 
law establishing a national park 
there can provide this protec­ 
tion. The Wild Cascades makes 
it clear why this protection is 
needed, and why the nation must 
wait no longer. 
Harvey Manning was lorn in 
Seattle. He has been climbing 
mountains since 1948. A grad­ 
uate of the University of Wash­

Death 
Takes 
Holiday 


SAN QUENTIN, Calif. 
AP 
--Death 
is taking a strange 
holiday in California. 
The little green-walled, two- 
chalr gas chamber in San Quen­ 
tin State Prison - where four 
women and 190 men have paid 
with their lives for crimes- 
has executed no one in almost 
three years. 
Death row, originally set up to 
house 34 condemned men, now 
has 47. Two have been there 
more than eight years. 
Twenty more also would be 
there were it not for appeals 
now part of the courtroom log­ 
jam likely to prolong the mora­ 
torium on executions indefinite­ 
ly. 
There’s an irony in this. Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown tried to get 
the legislature to abolish capital 
punishment. It wouldn’t do it. 
Then he asked for a moratorium 
on executions. The legislature 
turned him down. Now, in ef­ 
fect, he has it anyway. 
The last execution was on 
Jan. 23, 1963. Since then a 
steady buildup of death row in­ 
mates has conformed to the rou­ 
tine of being locked up 20 1/2 
hours out of 24 in 4 1/2 -x- 
11-foot 
cells. 
Under armed 
guard, 
the condemned 
men 
exercise the other 3 1/2 hours 
in a fenced enclosure. Their 
view of the world outside is what 
they see on television screens 
at night. 
“ The absence of executions in 
California 
for nearly three 
years is primarily the result of 
various court decisions includ­ 
ing the Morse, Dorado and Grif­ 


fin decisions,” explained Wal­ 
ter Dunbar, director of the Cali­ 
fornia Department of Correc­ 
tions. 
He capsuled these State Su­ 
preme Court rulings: 
“ Morse decision --During the 
penalty trial — in California the 
penalty is determined in a trial 
separate from that on the ver­ 
dict — no reference can be 
made to the fact that men with 
life sentences are eligible for 
parole in seven years. 
“ Dorado decision - - A suspect 
must be informed of his right to 
remain silent, his right to an 
attorney and the fact that any­ 
thing lie says may be used 
against him in court. 
“ Griffin decision --No ref­ 
erence can be made in court to 
the defendant’s failure to testify 
on the witness stand.” 
Since the Jan. 7, 1964 Morse 
decision, rendered in the case of 
a San Diego teen-ager convicted 
of killing his mother with a rock 
and his sister with a baseball 
bat, there have been 26 penalty 
reversals based on it. Eleven 
killers have been retried and 
are back on death row. 
Three got a switch from the 
gas chamber to life. One was 
Iva Kroeger, 
the 
eccentric 
sharp - tongued 
grandmother 
who buried a strangled couple 
in the basement of her San 
Francisco house so she could 
take over their auto court. 
Legal breaths are held over 
this staggering question --does 
failure to tell a man, before he 
confesses, of his rights open 
retrial doors for cases going 
back into the past? 
The California Supreme Court 
has ruled these can go no fur­ 
ther back than June 22, 1964, 


date of a U. S. Supreme Court 
decision on which the California 
Dorado decision 
was based. 
Now California’s attorney gen­ 
eral waits for a U. S. Supreme 
Court review affirming this. 
Otherwise, said the California 
Supreme Court, it “ would im­ 
pose impossible burdens upon 
the administration of justice.” 


The chief justice of the Cali­ 
fornia Supreme Court, Roger J. 
Traynor emphasized recently 
that the courts are not “ cod­ 
dle rs of criminals,” adding: 
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“ They deal sternly with those 
who take the law in their 
own 
hands. When they Insist that an 
accused be brought into court 
and tried by fair procedures, 
even if it entails a new trail, 
they may slow down the speed 
of justice but they also give ev­ 
ery man assurance that, should 
he ever be brought to court, he 
will be brought to justice fair­ 
ly.”

The Coans moved to M issouri 
in 1957 and settled on a sm all 
farm 10 m iles south of here. 
They immediately started mak­ 
ing m olasses with power fur­ 
nished by a horse named Bob. 
But Bob died the next winter 
and Coan began looking around 
for some other way to turn his 
sorghum mill. “ A neighbor of 
mine, an old Negro preacher, 
had started making sorghum 
about that tim e and he came 
up with the idea of hlchlng up 
his old tractor to run in a c ir­ 
cle," 
Coan 
recalled. “ He 
showed me how to do it and it*s 
worked for me ever since." 
Coan's mill is an assem bly of 
vertical steel ro lle rs squeezing 
the 
Juice 
from 
the 
so r­ 
ghum stalks. A long hardwood 
pole is connected to the mill on 
one end and the other is hooked 
to the re a r of the tractor. 
The tra c to r's steering wheel 
is wired down so that the old 
machine churns slowly in a 30- 


foot circle around the m ill. One 
of M rs. Coan's Jobs is feeding 
the sorghum , grown in a near­ 
by field, into the Jaws of the 
m ill. 
The brownish Juice runs from a 
spout under the m ill's ro llers 
into a gathering bowl. It then 
flows by gravity underground 
through a rubber hose into a 55- 
gallon storage barrel near the 
m etal cooking vat. 
The shallow vat, 10 feet long 
and mounted over a concrete 
fire box, is four Inches deep 
where the Juice is ladled in and 
about an inch in depth where the 
m olasses is drawn off. A series 
of hand-adjusted baffles con­ 
tro ls the flow of Juice through 
four stages of cooking. 
As he stands and lifts off the 
“ skim m in's,” C o a n can tell 
when the m olasses is ready by 
its appearance as it drips from 
his perforated ladle. He figures 
it takes about eight gallons of 
Juice to 
make 
a gallon 
of 
“ honey d rip " m olasses. 
The Coans, he 1s 74 and his 
wife, 61, begin making m olasses 
early in September. Depending 
on how cold the weather gets, 
they usually continue until the 
middle of December. They sell 
all 
they make 
to m otorists 
passing by on U. S. 160. R 
goes for $3 a gallon. 
Coan says he knows of no oth­ 
e r such mill operating in his 
area. 
“ W e're Just poor folks," says 
M rs. Coan, “ but we work and 
make sorghum to stay ahead." 
She said it was a hard way to 
make a living, but added: 
“ Pd rath er get out and work 
hard than live off the other fel­ 
low ."

OSLO, Norway (AP) — A to­ 
tal of 347 Norwegians have been 
killed in road accidents this 
year, the National Council for 
Safe Triiflc says.

Grenoble, 
F rance, by Cardinal Tardini, 
papal S ecretary of State,

John XXIII. The le tte r had to 
do with excessive socializa­ 
tion, threatening dehumaniza­ 
tion. “ Modern m an," the Pope 
says, “ sees that the sphere 
In which he can think for him- 
self, act on his own initiative, 
exercise his responsibilities, 
and affirm and enrich his p er­ 
sonality is in many cases re ­ 
stricted to an excessive de­ 
gree.” The Holy Father agrees 
that trade unions can be help­ 
ful, but the unions he la s in 
mind he describes a s “ form s 
of free and spontaneous associa­ 
tions, 
well 
ordered 
and 
oriented.” But 
m em bership 
even in these rare unions must 
be ‘O ffered to, not imposed 
upon the fre e choice of man­ 
kind.” That of course 
is a 
statem ent of the right to work 
principle: that union mem ber­ 
ship be offered to, not imposed 
upon the free choice of mankind. 
If the individual is to choose 
union m em bership, Pope John 
continues, let it be ‘*the re­ 
sult of a free and justified choice 
of careful thought about him ­ 
self, his destiny and that of the 
w orld.” 
Some clerical champions of 
com pulsory unionism have in­ 
sisted the Holy Father 
was 


th ere condemning compulsory 
m em bership only in socialistic 
European unions, although he 
spoke no word of such lim ita­ 
tion. In fact, the unions 
he 
referred to he called potentially 
good and helpful; that descrip­ 
tion he would not have given 
a socialist union. But the fu­ 
tility of all such evasions of 
the papal document was pro­ 
claim ed a few months la te r by 
the some 220 archbishops and

1960 annual statem ent, on P er­

bishops accepted the Semaine 
Sociale letter a s fully pertin­ 
ent to the American situation 
and very im portant. 
The clerics who had denied 
the pertinence of the Semaine 
Social letter to A m erica had 
made the same denial about the 
pertinence of A m erica of the 
C hristm as Message of Pius XII 
in 1952, 
condemning 
union 
domination. There the Holy Fa­ 
th er complained that “ access to 
employment or to places of 
labor is made to depend upon 
registration in certain parties 
o r 
in certain organizations 
which trace their origin to the 
labor m arket. Such discrim ina­ 
tions a re indicative of a wrong 
concept of the proper function 
of 
labor 
unions and of their 
essential purpose, which is the 
protection of the interests 
of 
the wage earner within modern 
society, which has become more 
and more anonymous and col­ 
lectiv ist.” That that M essage 
was not meant only for socialist 
Europe but also for A m erica 
was 
made manifest 
by 
its 
specific reference to the “ free 
w orld,” and through its ap­ 
plication to the Canadian inter­ 
national union s—our own A m er- 
ican unions - by Pope John in 
h is 1960 letter to the Canadian 
Social Week.

From this beginning grew the present network of 120 councils coast 
to coast, with national headquarters in Chicago. 
Still going strong in his 83rd year, Father LaFarge, elder statesman of the religious work 
for Negroes in the United States, helped achieve the historic 1963 Interfaith Conference 
on Religion and Race held in Chicago. That conference put America's religious leaderships 
behind the Negroes' cause. He died two years ago, after a life of dedication to international 
peace and racial and religious tolerance.

i Spy 
Offbeat 
Success ’

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — One of 
the apparent hits of the new tel* 
evision season is an offbeat ad* 
venture series, “I Spy,” which 
features a pair of on-the-beat 
stars, Robert Culp and Bill Cos­ 
by. 
They combine well, Culp with 
his crisp but sensitive style, 
Cosby with a wise humor. Both 
are 
sturdily athletic, which 
comes in handy when required 
to race across scenery on Hong 
Kong and Japan locations. 
Aside from the fact that “I 
Spy” seem s to possess quality 
in a season grimly lacking in it, 
the notable feature of the series 
is that one of the costars is a 
Negro. 
Bill Cosby views this fact with 
unconcern. He was skeptical 
when producer SheldonLeonard 
suggested it a year ago. “ When 
it happens, I'll believe it,” he 
said. 
It happened, and Cosby is now 
merely trying to do a job re­ 
gardless of his race. That has 
been true throughout his fast- 
rising, three-year career. His 
comedy routines in night clubs, 
concerts and television have 
largely concerned the joys and 
sorrows of urban living. 
On “I Spy” itself, race is nei­ 
ther stressed nor ignored. 
“ TTiere is little reference to 
race, except the kind of com­ 
ment that one Italian might say 
about another Italian,” Cosby 
explained. “We certainly don't 
do any racial jokes. There's no 
occasion for it between Bobbie 
and me. We consider each other 
as Kelly Robinson and Alexand­ 
er Scott, not as a white man and 
a Negro.” 
Only three Deep South televi­ 
sion stations refused to accept 
the Wednesday night NBC show, 
according to Cosby. “ Apparent­ 
ly we had no problem getting 
sponsors,” he added. “ Infect,I 
understand they are now stand­ 
ing in line.” 
He considers the show an ad­ 
vance for Negro actors in gen­ 
eral and himself in particular. 
“ The series has been a tre­ 
mendous gain for my career," 
he said. “ I'm losing money, 
compared to what I would be 
making as a comedian, but I 
will make it up next year. The 
Important thing is that film pro­ 
ducers are already thinking of 
me in terms of roies as a human 
being, and not merely as a ser­ 
vant or a runaway slave."

The Church Of God

Rev. Oral Withrow 


A small group of Church of God people began 
prayer meetings and occasional services in 
1938 in Sikeston. For over two years a small 
group worshiped in the home of their pastor, 
Rev. J. B. Brunk, on Matthews Street. Two tent 
revivals were held during this time—one on a 
lot behind the present Nailling Tractor Company 
building, and the other on the lot presently oc­ 
cupied by the McDougal Insurance Agency. Some 
of the persons who worshiped with this first 
group were Mr. and Mrs. Dock Hawkins, Mr. 
and Mrs. W. H. Lewis, Mr. and Mrs. Hubert 
Keasler, Jr., Mr. and Mrs. Tom Thurmond, 
Rev. and Mrs. J. B. Brunk, and Mrs. Laura 
Lathom. 
In 1941 the O. C. Lewis family moved to 
Sikeston and the erection of the first unit of the 
present church sanctuary was completed under 
the leadership of Rev. Lewis. In May, 1941 the 
service of dedication was the first service in 
the new building and the small group of Christians 
began to grow as a congregation. 
A Sunday School was organized that same month 
with thirty enrolled. Rev. Lewis served ably as 
the first pastor leading in a growth to sixty-five 
average attendance. In June, 1943 a full time 
pastor, Rev. H. McDonough, was called. During 
the ministry of Rev. McDonough the church grew 
to an average attendance above the one-hundred 
mark. During this period the church purchased 
the present pastorium at 228 Sikes. 


In January, 1946 Rev. and Mrs. Vernon Gutten- 
felder accepted the charge of the local pastorate 
and led Tanner Street Church of God in one of 
its most fruitful eras of service. During the 
twelve years of leadership under the Gutten- 
felders the church increased its average attend­ 
ance beyond the two hundred mark. Also a new 
Christian Education building was attached to the 
original structure in 1947, a recreational fellow­ 
ship building was added in 1952, and in 1956 
the sanctuary was enlarged to its present size by 
an addition of a side chapel. The Guttenfelders 
were greatly loved by the community; being very 
talented musicians, they were used widely in 
various types of programs. Through their ef­ 
forts, principally, two choirs, an orchestra, and 
many small singing groups were organized. 
Rev. E. D. Johnson served the church as pastor 
from 1957 to 1961. Among other accomplish­ 
ments was the purchase of an organ for the 
church sanctuary. 
The present minister, Rev. Oral Withrow, and 
his family moved to Sikeston in June, 1961 to 
assume the ministerial leadership of the Tanner 
Street Church. In 1964 the church completed 
a remodeling and construction program which 
doubled the size of the facilities for the Tanner 
Street Church. 
The church echoes the theme of the radio 
broadcast it sponsors each week over KSIM at 
8 a.m. 
on Sunday: “A United Church For a 
Divided World.”
